The Passengers Reasonabl= 
Calm Considering the Situa- 
tion of the Vessel---They Will 
Be Taken Off Today---Life 
Guards Patrol the Beach in 
Readiness for an Emergency. 


New York, April 7.—The Prinzess 
Irene was still aground at 1:30 o’clock 
this morning. Tugs had moved her 
15 degrees, but the tide had again 
begun to recede after 1 o'clock. At 
that hour there appeared to be little 

, hope of dragging her clear. 


New York, April 6.—Beventeen hun- 
dred and twenty passengers, within 
sight of the first of the big lights 
which marked the finish of their trans- 
Atlantic voyage, spent a sleepless night 
tonight on the great ship Prinzess 
Irene, of the North German Lloyd line, 
fast in the sands, offthe seaward coast 
of Long Island, on the edge of the 
“Graveyard of the Atlantic,” and less 
than 50 miles from this harbor. 

As night fell, a high ground swell 
was battering the full height of the 
vessel's superstructure. 

Helpless Throughout Day. 

After. running her big nose in the 
sand during the fog early this morn- 
ing, the liner lay helpless throughout 
the day, surrounded by tugs and reve- 
nue cutters. Efforts to pull her free 
at afternoon high tide failed, and be- 
cause of a rough sea, no transfer of 
passengers was attempted, pendifg re- 
ewed attempts to drag her elear early 
nO sorrow. If these fail, transfer will 
be made to the Prinz Friedrich Wil- 

‘helm. of the same line, which will be 
gent to the scene from her dock here 
goon after daybreak. 

At low water this 
stranded liner lay with her length of 
525 feet broadside to the beach. The 
incoming tide, urged on with a wind 
which had increased to nearly 20 miles 
an hour, rocked the vessel visibly as 
seen from the shore, and every other 
swell rolled up her black sides and 
spat about her white superstructure. 

life Guards Patrol Beach. 

_ <As the night wore on, life guards 
patrolled the beach with surf boats ani 
breeches buoy in readiness for any 
emergency and pinned little faith in 
the sturdy efforts of the tugs to pull 
the liner off. They recalled the ground- 
ing of the St. Paul some years ago, and 
how she was stuck fast for ten days 
in just such a sandy bed. Two big 
wrecking tugs, however, Kept their 
lines to the ship, and, reinforced by the 
derelict destroyer, Seneca, waited for 
further aid of the tide after midnight. 

The scene of the grounding is about 
10 miles east of Fire island. The ves- 
gel lies 1.000 feet from the beach on 
fife treacherous sandpit which skirts 
Long Island.

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NEW LIQUOR: LAW 
WINS IN COUNCIL 


All Whisky Shipments. 


Must Be Reported. 


Ordinance Goes Through 
Council by the Big Vote of 
17 to 5---Points Made in De- 
bate--Some Wit Indulged ‘in 
by Membefs. 


For the new liquor law: Aldermen 
Kelley, Maddox, Ragsdale, Warren, 
Everett and Spratling, and Councilmen 
Baskin, Curtis, McClelland, Hatcher, 
Veughan, Greer, Nutting, Dent, Cham- 
bers, Stoy and Baker—li7. 

Against the new liquor law: Alder- 
men Grant and Van Dyke, and Councii- 
men Sisson, Evins, Humphrey—d. 

Absent: Aldermen Candler and John- 
son, and Councilmen Harrison, Guess, 
Warnock, Andrews and Minor—46. 

In the chair: Councilman Johnston. 

The above line-up tells the action of 
council yesterday afternoon when a 
final deciding vote was taken on the 
ordinance introduced by Councilman 
McClelland which requires all trans- 
portation companies to make daily re- 
ports to the police of all whisky ship- 
ped into Atlanta in packages contain- 
ing more than three gallons. 

The ordinance further provides that 
the police shall have access to books 
and paperg of the railroad and express 
companies that refer to whisky ship- 
ments. If one person receives two or 
more packages of three gallons in one 
week that, also,.shall be reported. A 
failure to comply with the law suwb- 
jects the offender to a fine of not more 
than $200. 


How the Fight Started. 

When the matter was taken up by 
council, Councilman Evins, as chair- 
man of the committee on ordinance 
and legislation, stated that: the com- 
mittee had two reports, two members 
being for one and two for the other. 
He submitted the McClelland ordinance, 
which was approved by Aldermen Kel- 
ley and Warren; and a substitute ordi- 
nance, which was acceptable to the 
transportation companies, and which 
Was approved by Alderman Grant and 
the chairman. 

Councilmang Evins led off the fight 
iby moving to adopt the substitute 
ordinance. He was ruled out of order, 
as the ordinance had not been read 
a second time. By general consent he 
was allowed to make his speech. He 


attacked the validity of the McCle!- 


land ordinance, and said it was in 
conflict with the interstate commerce 
laws which held that common carriers 
must not, under a penalty of a $1,000 
fine, give out any information about 
goods shipped consignees. 

“Everybody wants to stop the biind 
tigers,”” said Mr. Evins, ‘‘and the only 
question is, what is the Dest way to do 
it, and the legal way. Hear me, gen- 
tlemen, if you adopt this McClelland 
ordinance this city is going to be 
plunged into a long lawsuit, which will 
last for years, and in the meantime 
tLiind tigers will run rampant over our 
city.” 

Motion Made to Adopt. 

Councilman Chambers replied to Mr. 
Evins, taking the position that the 
ordinance was perfectly valid, and 
would help greatly to stop the. blind 
tigers. H2 moved that the McCleliani 
ordinance be adopted. 

Councilman McClelland made the 
next spee.h. He read extracts from 
law books to ghow that his ordinan-e 
Was not in conflict with the interstate 
ceommerce laws. He said that any 
city had a right to protect its health, 
peace arl happiness by just peli:e 
regulations. 

Alderman Grant said he favored the 
substitute ordinance because h= greatly 
feared the other coulé not be enforced. 

“I don’t like the idea of subjecting 
innocent people to unjust treatment,” 
he said, “just to try to catch the guil- 
ty.”” 

Councilman Greer made a talk 
which he took the position that the 
McClelland ordinance would make in- 
rocent p.cple suMNer unjustly. From 
what he said everybody thought he 
was out and out against the ordinance. 

Ccuncilman Chambers made the as- 
sertion that “whisky was being sold 
in every section of the city.” 

Councilman Greer said that the next 
thing the people knew their homes 
would be searched. 

“They Will Rise Up.” 
“Then watch the people rise up,” 
exclaimed, “and ery out ‘give us 
whisky back again.’”’ 

Alderman Kelley said that he was

Hearing Is Set for April 15. 
Club Petition States City Has 
No Right to Pass Ordinance 
in Conflict With State Laws. 


Interesting Case. 


The Union and Mechanics’ Club will 
be open to members this morning. 

Refused permission to run by coun- 
cil, which revoked the license of the 
alub, the gmanagement, through at- 


torneys, has taken the case to court, 
securing a temporary restraining or- 
der. This was granted yesterday 
afternoon by Judge Bell. 

The club has employed 
& Branch ,;and Greene, Tilson 
McKinney to contest the action 
of the city, and a petition was 
filed Thursday asking that the city 
be permanently enjoined from inter- 
fering with the operation of the club. 

The petition is based upon the state 
law, which provides that no munici- 
pality shall enact an ordinance in 
contradiction of a state law. The club 
claimsethat through the payment of 
its $502 tax, annually imposed by the 
state, it is licenseg by the state to 
operate, and t..at therefore the city 
has no right to order it disbanded. 

The petition says that the club was 
organized on February 23, 1911, for 
socia! and fraternal purposes; that it 
duly paiq its taxes and went to con- 
siderable expense in fitting up sult- 
able club rooms, where the members 
could be entertained, a restaurant, 
lockers, reading rooms andrest rooms 
being provided. 

There are, according to the petition, 
8325 members in good standing, who 
have paid their dues and fees for the’ 
privilege of enjoying the benefits of 


the club. 

The petition sets forththat the ordi- 
nance passed by the city on January 
21, 1911, is void and unreasonable; that 
the city was without charter rights 
to pass the ordinance because it is ia 
conflict with a state law—section 933 
of the Georgia code—putting it with- 
in the power of the mayor and council 
to deny an Organization a right per- 
mitted by ‘the state laws, and such 
power would operate so as to take 
away from the state the right to 
raise revenue by the taxation referred 
to in the code section. 

The petition states further that, al- 
though the club did not recognize the 
ordinance as valid, it nevertheless ap- 
plied for a license under the terms. of 
the ordinance in order to avoid the 
expenses ang annoyances of prosecu- 
tion, and was granted the license which 
is now revoked. 

The petition also contends that the 
action of the city is an unwarranted 
assumption of power, and that if the 
club ig to be closed as a public nuis- 
ance the real power to do so is vested 
in the recorder’s court of the city 
and not in the mayor and council. 

Judge Bell signed a temporary re- 
straining order and set the hearing of 
the case for April 15.

“LYNCH POLITICAL LAW” SCORED 


FOR MANY POLITICAL MURDERS 


New York, April 6.—The wholesale 
assassination of political reputations 
and “all sorts of political murders” 
were laid to the door of “Lynch politi- 
cal law” today by President Nicholas 
Murray Butler, of Columbia universi- 
ty. Dr. Butler defined ‘the term in an 
address before- 150° delegates from 
forty-three colleges and universities 
at the annual convention of the In- 


tercollegiate Civic League, and added 
that ex-President Roosevelt “rather 
dignifieqg unduly that sort of thing 
when he called. it muckraking, be- 
cause he got that word out of ‘Pil- 
grim’s Progress.’" He said in part: 


“We have been having in this country 
for some time past what is known as 
Lynch political law. All sorts of politi- 
cal reputations have been assassi- 
nated, all sorts of political murders 
have been committed by what is prac- 
tically a process of lynch law, through 
lack of capacity to discriminate the 
highly seasoned rumor the truth of 
which might be ascertained through in- 
vestigation.”

Taft Heeds Protests of 
the Texas Towns. 


Order Sending the Ninth Cav- 


alry From San Antonio to 
Towns on Border Is Revoked. 
Taft Didn’t Care to Chance 
Another Brownsville Affair. 


Washington, April 6.—The order 
transferring the Ninth cavalry, the ne- 
gro regiment of the maneuver division, 
from San Antonio, Texas, to the Mexi- 
can border for patrol duty, was fer 
scinded late this afternoon by the war 


department. 

This action followed a conference at 
the white house, in which President 
Taft, Major General Leonard Wood, 
chief of staff of the army, and Repre- 
sentative Garner, of Texas, partici-

pated. 
Negro Troops to Be Held. 

In revoking the previous instruc- 
tions, General Wood telegraphed Ma- 
jor General Carter, commanding the 
maneuver division, to hold the Ninth 
cavalry at San Antonio and to leave 
the Third regiment undisturbed for 
the present in its patrol of the bor- 
der. The previous order contemplated 
the replacing of. the Third regiment 
by.the Ninth. 

The change in plans, it is under- 
stood, was the result of the protests 
from the border towns against the as- 
signment of the negro soldiers to duty 
in their vicinity. The presence of the 
negro troops in Texas has constituted 
a delicate question for the: president 
during the last few days. When they 
were ordered to the border yesterday 
General Carter was directed not .0 
permit their duty to extend to Browns- 
ville, although that point was one cf 
the places patrolled by tthe Third 
cavalry. 

- Feared Another Brownsville. 

- Officials here, it is generally as- 
sumed, were unwilling to run the risk 
of a repetition of the Brownsville in- 
cident of nearly five years ago, when 
that town was “shop-up” by some of 
the men of the Twenty-seventh negro 
regiment. But the assignment of the 
Ninth regiment to the frontier met 
with disfavor from other towns, and 
it ig said that the Eleventh cavalry at 
San Antonio probably will be sent to 
the border later to relieve the Third.

FOR NEXT FALL 


Chamber of Commerce 
Behind Movement. 


Agricultural Committee Heart- 
ily in Favor of Project, and 
Will Ask the Aid of the 
State---Show Will Be Held in 
the Auditorium. 


A monster corn show, in which all 
the southern states will be represented 
by exhibits, will be held in the At- 
lanta Auditorium-Armory next fall. It 
will be one of. the greatest undertak- 
ings of the kind ever planned in the 
south. 

The show will be given under the 
auspices of the chamber of commerce. 
It was suggested by Dr. H. E. Stock- 
bridge, editor of The Southern: Rural- 
ist, at a meeting yesterGay of the agri- 
cultural committee of the chamber, and 
met with unanimous favor. 

Following a resolution offered by Dr. 
Stockbridge that the show be under- 
taken, the committee outlined a pro- 
gram for making it a reality. On this 
committee are H. G. Hastings, chalir- 
man; Dr. Stockbridge, W. H. Leahy, 
J. S. B. Thompson, Harvie Jordan and 
Walter Cooper. : 

Chairman Hastings and Secretary 
Cooper were appointéd to fix the. date 
for the show. It will be held at a 
time most favorable for corn: in the 
fall and at a time which will not con- 
flict -with other conventions, so that 
the whole interest of the farming 
south can be centered on the event.

OPEN-AIR SCHOOLS 
TO FIGHT TUBERCULOSIS 


Sixty-Five Have Been _Estab- 
shed in 28 Cities Since 
January 1, 1909. 


New York, April 6.—Sixty-five open 
air schools for children afflicted or 
predisposed to tuberculosis have been 
established in twenty-eight cities 
since January 1, 1909. Announcement 
to this effect was made today by the 
National Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis. 

The first open-air school in the 
United States was established in Prov- 
idence, R. IL, on January 1, 1907. 

Eight schools have thus far in 1911 
been opened in six cities, and definite 
provision for twenty-seven more in 
six cities is assured. New. York now 
has twelve such schools, and four- 
teen classes additional will be opéned 
next fall. 

The association believes there 
should be one school for every 25,000 
of population... Itg reports show that 
the result of open air classes in a 
majority of cases has been to restore

Ablest Lawyers in Georgia Make

(UNWRITTEN LAW URGED 


IN JUSTIFICATION OF ACT 


| Witness After Witness Paints. 


in Blackest of Colors the 
Character of the Man Slain 
by Stripling---Record of the 
Police Chief Before and After 
the Killing Introduced. 


All the evidence, affidavits, petitions 
and letters involved in the application 
for pardon filed by Thomas Bdgar 
Stripling are now in the hands of the 
prison commission. 

For six hours Thursday four of the 
ablest lawyers in Georgia battled be- 
fore the commission over the appli- 
cation for clemency which has been 
filed by the man whom the hand of 
destiny uncovered after fourteen years 
of liberty which he enjoyed after es- 
caping from the jail in Harris county 
in 1887 with a life Sentence for the 
murder of W. J. Cornett hanging over 
his head. 


Powerful Argument Made. 

And in so far as the public hearing 
before the commission is concerned the _ 
case was closed at 6 o’clock Thursday 
afternoon when Attorney Tom Miller, 
of Columbus, ina burst of moving elo- 
quénce closed his powerful argument 
in behalf of his‘ client. 
¢The hearing of the application for 
clemency had been going on since 10 
o'clock ‘Thursday morning, with two 
hours’ intermission for lunch, and at 
the conclusion the commission took 
the case under advisément and will 
render a-decision probably within the 
next few days.

| ANOTHER “INSPIRED” INQUISITION FAILS. 


Judge Sanford, in the federal court at Chattanooga, has thrown 
the case against coca-cola out of that tribunal on the ground that 
the government’s evidence did not justify the charges in the 
premises. 

On the salient counts, the judge issued “peremptory instruc- 
tions.” That means the jury was directed to. return a verdict for 
the defendant without leaving its place in the jury box. 

Thus ends another governmental inquiry-fiasco exactly where 
it began. | 

An astounding sum, mounting into many thousands of dollars, 
has been lavished only to have the government’s contentions dis- 
missed summarily from court. | 

After all is said and done, it will be difficult to convince the 
people of this section, who are familiar with all the facts, that 
back of the prosecution there was not a malicious, vindictive per- 
sonal influence, the nature of which may develop later. 

Animus of a mysterious, elusive, personal nature has been in 
evidence in the case from its incipiency. 7 

Sooner or later the origin of this persistent influence will be 
exposed. It will afford a delectable chapter in perverted ethics and 
smug hypocrisy when it is brought kicking to the surface. 

The man who loves fair play will not fail to have observed, 
from the start of the trial, the petty policy of ignoring the merits 
of the case and hauling in by main force irrelevant and superficial 
details. One of a horde of government inspectors, for instance, had 
found a “fly” and some “foreign ingredients” in a vat somewhere, 
and the government proceeded to put the world on notice, with 
malicious intent to prejudice the case against the defendant, that 
this was characteristic. It was a petty resort, which gave its case 
away in the beginning. “ 

Seemingly the government, coached by a malevolent outside 
influence, had made up its mind to blast the reputation of reputable 
business men by innuendo, if substantiated charges failed of ‘that 
purpose. 

For when the case was stripped to its merits—it was sent hurt- 
ling out of court. 

Once more some sinister, extra-official agency has made the 
government a “cat’s-paw’—the “goat.” 

This is a pretty little game—and the people pay the bills! 

If the government is willing to endlessly play “sucker” to a 
aa. confidence game, the tax-payers should not 

e saddled with the costs. 

If the government is genuinely anxious to stand as champion 
of the people against decoctions that ravage the human system, is 
it not strange that— : 

_ It should jump over whisky, with every cemetery bearing tes- 
timony against it— 

And land on a southern “soft drink” enterprise? 

_ The Asheville (N. C.) Citizen puts the matter accurately when 
it says: 

.. hold no brief for the coca-cola people, nor are we personally con- 
cerned as to what the action of the government may be, but we cannot sup- 
press the thought that our paternal government would be in far better business 
if it pursued to a merciless finish some of the poisonous “rot” which is being 
put out under the name of whisky and sold with the stamp of the government's 
approval. If, as the present prosecution alleges, coca-cola has slain its thou- 


sands, vile whisky has slain its tens of thousands. Testimony to this effect 
lies in countless graveyards. 


The public cannot be deceived into the belief that it was con- 
cern about the nature of the soft drink beverage offergd for sale 
that induced the government to jump over every distillery and 
brewery in America to attack this particular business on the ground 
that it was guarding the public welfare. 

During the past year Atlanta has been made somewhat of a 
storm-center, anyway, in the operation of federal spies and the ac- 
tivity of Mr. Wickersham, of the Department of Justice.

Mr. Chairman and Gentlemen of the 
Norfolk Real Estafe and Stock Ex- 
change, Norfolk, Va. 
Gentlemen—Your committee appoint- 

ed to attend the Southern Commercial 

Congress, in Atlanta, Ga., held on the 

8-9-10th instant, begs to make the fol- 

lowing report: 

Norfolk was represented by seventeen 
delegates, the largest of any city dele- 
gation, and Virginia, as usual, had the 
honor of having the largest state dele- 
gation. 

Much genuine good will result’ from 
the meeting.

WRITES ABOUT WIDENING 
OF PEACHTREE STREET 


J. W. Goldsmith Declares His 
Proposition to the City Is 
a Fair One. 


In regard to the meeting of Peach- 
tree street property owners held Wed- 
nesday afternoon, J. W. Goldsmith 
sends to The Constitution a communi- 
cation in which he says that a portion 
of The Constitution’s account might 
have left the impression that he was 
obstructing the work of widening the 
street between Baker and Ivy streets. 
Mr. Goldsmith's statement is as fol- 
lows: 

Editor Constitution: 
ing’s Constitution In speaking of the 
proposed widening of that part of 
Peachtree street between Baker and 
Ivy streets you say “the committee 
was in session two hours and adjourn- 
ed with the understanding that it 
would hold another meeting just as 
soon as Mr. Goldsmith would make 
what the city would consider a fair 
proposition.” 

One woulg infer from this statement 
that I was unfair as to this proposi- 
tion and an obstructionist as to the 
widening of the street, whereas I was 
the most fair, I think, of all the 
propertyholders concerned in the mat- 
ter. Notwithstanding my property be2- 
ing situated at the extreme southern- 
most point of all the property in ques- 
tion and nearest the center of thecity 
with a street width in its front of an 
average of more than 100 feet, and 
therefore in less need of widening 
than any other property on the street, 
I proposed first, that all the propertyv- 
holders on both sides of the street do- 
nate to the city 5 feet off of their 
frontage for widening. When this 
was objected to for the reason that 
several stores hag been erected on the 
east side of the streetand it would be 
expensive to take down their fronts, 
I then proposed, second, that all of the 
10 feet needed for widening be taken 
from the west side of the street (as it 
is practically all front yards) and 
that the city assess the damages there- 
for and levy a tax on all the frontage 
of the east side of the street to pay 
said damages in full.

sessment I offered to pay $5,000 of the 
amount myself.

a crooked street from Baker to Ivy, in 
that -it proposed to take off 10 feet of 
my frontage at Baker, thence to a 
feather edge half-way the block, 
thence to follow the present street 
line to Ivy. Half-way the block it was 
proposed to cross the street and cut 
off 10 feet on the west side. Going 
north on Peachtree street, when 
Baker is reached, a turn to the right is 
now made of about 30 degrees. It was 
proposed to make this turn about 40 
degrees, or 10 feet, further back east, 
which woulqg push my corner back 
about 30 feet east of Dr. Hopkins’ 
corner across Baker street, or placing 
my front door opposite Dr, Hopkins’ 
back door. Zig-zagging to the east 
about 40 degrees, then zig-zagging to 
the west, then half-way the»block zig- 
zagging to the east again. 

The Western and Atlantic railroad, 
it is said, has a thousand crooks and 
curves that are unnecessary and a 
hindrance, but at the time the road 
was built it was contended that a car 
could not rum so well on a straight 
as a serooked track. That idea has been 
explodeg and most people now think 
that a straight track and a straight 
street is better than curve tracks and 
zig-zag streets. 

In going out Peachtree north, as 
syOu approach Baker street, Mrs. Cox’s 
old frame house stands immediately 
in front and one angle of it and a 
porch extends to the sidewalk. This 
projection could be removed at small 
cost and by extending the street 10 
feet on that side would tend toward 
straightening the street more than it 
is now, instead of going 20 feet out 
of line to intensify the present un- 
Sightly sharp angle. 

In zig-zagging east to dodge the Cox 
old frame house, then going half- 
way the block and zig-zagging to the 
left to dodge the Ford garage, places 
the street in this one block 20 feet 
out of a straight line, or that much 
more crooked than it is now, and a 
person standing at the Methodist 
church facing Baker street would look 
at the Cox old house standing appar- 
ently on the sidewalk. 

In a spirit of more than fairness, I 
finally proposed to the committee 
that if they could get 5 feet from the 
west side from Baker street to the 
zig-zag point half-way down the 
block, I would give them 5 feet off of 
my frontage. have offered more 
money for widening the street than 
all the other propertyholders on both 
sides cambined and have offered as 
much land as the nearest person 
across the street would give, ang I 
cannot understand why anyone should 
delay on my account or ask more at 


my hands.

Evins, committeemen, together are 
able to buy all this property on both 
sides of the street and pay for it in 
a week. If they did 1 am sure they 
would widen the street as I have sug- 
gested.

the killing of Cornett bas been with- 
out the taint of orime. 
Argue Agatust Pardon. 
On the other hand, two able ep 


ee Attorneys H. ©. Cameron and H. 


Hargett, of Columbus, representing 


_Mrs. Georgia Nelson, widow of Cornett, 


and other relatives of the Cornett fam- 
fly, fought just as vigorously to con- 
vince the commission that the “man 
who has paraded himself before the 
public since his arrest as a Christian 
martyr is a hypocrite of the deepest 
dye and an assassin who should be 
thankful he goes unhung.” 

They argued that Stripling shot Cor- 
nett down without giving him a chance 
for his life. and that he shot him 
without cause; that he had a fair trial 
before a jury which found him gullty, 
and that he is “not only a murderer, 
but is also an escaped convict,” and 
that “his entire life since he escaped 
from the jai) at Harris oounty in 1897, 
assumed the name of R. E. Morris, and 
finally beoame chief of police of Dan- 
ville, Va., has been a living lie.” 

In many respects the case of 8trip- 
ling is one of the most unusual that 
has ever occurred in Georgia, and cer- 


‘tainly it was one of the hardest fought 


cases that have a place in the records 
of the Georgia prison commission. 
Great Crowd Present. 

When the case was opened at 10 
o'clock Thursd morning it was found 
that the attendance was so large that 
Attorney Miller suggested the hearing 
be held in the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives, and in this suggestion he 
was seconded by Attorney Cameron, 
and when the commission convened in 
the hall of the house there were more 
than two hundred spectators present. 

Prominent among those in attend- 
ance were Mrs. Stripling and several of 
her children, and Stripling’s sister, Mrs. 
T. H. Durham, of Harris county. There 


were also many relatives and friends’ 


of both Stripling and Cornett present. 
At the outset Chairman Davison an- 
nounced that no oral testimony would 
be taken, and that while no time Hmit 
would be put upon the attorneys in the 
case, he requested them to be as brief. 
as should be consistent with a proper 
presentation of the facts. The policy) 
of the chairman in allowing no unnec- 


essary delay made it possible to finish 
the case by 6 o’clock in the afternoon. 

One of the most important develop- 
meénts in the case was the fact that at 
the trial of Stripling, when he and his 
cousin, Terrell Huff, were jointly con- 
victed of the killing of Cornett, there 
was no testimony introduced as to ad- 
vances which Cornett is alleged to have 
made to Mrs. Stripling and of remarks 
about Mrs. Stripling which are charged 
to Cornett. 

Covered by Affidavits. 

This feature of the case was covered 
by many affidavita which attorneys 
for Stripling had secureg from citizens 
of Harris county who knew both par- 
ties. They showed that at the trial 
the defense had relied altogether upon 
the statement of Stripling. 

They also produced a letter which 
purported to have been written by 
James Worrlll, one of the attorneys 
defending Stripling and who has since 
died, in which, with reference to the 
pardon which Governor Atkinson 
granted to Huff a short time after he 
began his sentence in the penitentiary, 
he stated that he was physically un- 
able on the day of the trial to proper- 
ly conduct the defense and he asked 
a pardon for Huff on that ground. 

The attorneys for Stripling also had 
a petition from the ten living mem- 
bers of the jury which tried Stripling 
asking that he be pardoned on the 
ground that he did not have a fair ang 
impartial] trial. It was stated that the 
judge trying the case had told the jury 
“to make a verdict by 12 o'clock or he 
would carry them over to another 
county, where he intended to hold 
court, and would lock them up until 
they did reach a verdict.” 

Another interesting development in 


the case was the affidavits of physi- | 
clans to the effect that Stripling is/ 


now seriously threatened with tubercu- 
losis in the upper lobe of the right 
lung. 


Pardon Petition Read. 


Argument in the case was opened by 
Attorney T. T. Miller, of Columbus, 
leading counsel for Stripling, who read 
the formal application for pardon. 

He was followedaby Attorney Frank 
MacLaughlin, of Columbus, who is as- 
sociated with Attorhey Miller. 

Mr. MacLaughlin began by reading 
a letter from W. W. Arnold, of Mc- 
Donough, former pastor of Stripling in 
Harris county, who told of Stripling’s 
splendid character prior to the killing 
of Cornett, and he urged that he be 
pardoned. 

The attorney also read a letter from 
A. W. Askew, now mayor of Chipley, 
and a member of the grand jury which 
indicted Stripling for the murder of 
Cornett. The letter bore testimony to 
Stripling’s splendid character prior to 
the killing, and he urged a pardon. 


An affidavit was read from W. P. 
Ware, of Reidsville, N. C., who em- 
ployed Stripling for a while after he 
escaped from jail, and he stated that 
he found him to be an honest, conscien- 
tious Christian gentleman in every par- 
ticular. 

His Conduct Exemplary. 

Mr. Penn, of the Penn Tobacco Com- 
pany, at Danville, made affidavit that 
while Stripling was chief of police of 
Danville his conduct was exemplary. 

Then the attorney took up the affi- 
davits relating to the character -of Cor- 
nett, and declared that he “would show 
by the affidavits of prominent and re- 
sponsible citizens who knew both 
Stripling and Cornett, that the latter 
was one of the worst men that ever 
made tracks in Harris county.” 

The first affidavit of this character 
was by G. W. Davis, of Harris county, 
who swore that “Cornett bore a bad 
reputation, and that he had no respect 
for virtue or morality; that his con- 
stant thought was of wrecking homes 
and destroying virtue.” 

Another affidavit was read which 
was made by a man who was a friend 
of Cornett, and who said he had fre- 
quently remonstrated with Cornett re- 
garding his comments about women of 
the community, and told him on the 
afternoon of the day that he was killed 
that somebody would kill him if he 
didn’t stop talking about other men’s 
wives. 

H. W. Cornett, a relative of the de- 
ceased, made affidavit that on the night 
of the killing he saw Cornett, and told 
him if he did not'stop talking about 
women there would be a funeral, and 
that Cornett would be a prominent fig- 
ure in it.

That Cornett was armed and expect- 
ing trouble with Stripling on the day 
the former was killed was sworn to in 
an affidavit by J. A. Gunnel, who 
istated he saw Cornett on that day, and 
that he was armed with a pistol. 

“Cornett was absolutely without 
morals, and he had no respect for vir- 
tue," swore J. N. Mille}, a man who 
‘was formerly in the employ of Cor- 
nett. He also said that Cornett made 
whisky and went armed most of the 
time. 

Miller also swore that shortly before 
the killing there had been rumors in 
the neighborhood about Cornett having 
made advances to Mrs. Durham, Strip- 
ling’s sister, and that on the day of 
the shooting Stripling came to Cor-

Not Afraid of Stripling. 

“I told Cornett that Stripling would 
kill him, and he said he was not afraid 
of Stripling.” 

Attorney MacLaughlin then read an 
affidavit from Mrs. T. H. Durham, sis- 
ter of Stripling, who stated that one 
day while her husband was away Cor- 
nett called at her house and asked her 
to kiss him, “since her husband was 
away.” | 

When she ordered him to leave the 
house Cornett advanced toward her, 
and she swore that he did not stop his 
advances until neighbors approached. 
The next day she told Stripling of what 
had occurred, and when her husband 
came home she also told him of Cor- 
nett’s visit. 

The attorney next read an &ffidavit 
made by Mrs. Stripling, which was in 
refutation of the charge made in some 
publications that she and her husband 
had been separated at one time. 

“We have always lived happily to- 
gether,” said Mrs. Stripling, “and the 
statement that we have ever been sep- 
arated is absolutely false.” 

Mrs. Stripling stated that on one oc- 
casion while goer husband was in Co- 
lumbus Cornett wrote her a note, the 
substance of which, she said, was as 
follows: 

“Since your husband is away I would 
like to call and see you tonight. Please 
answer.” 

“I did not answer the note,” said 
Mrs. Stripling, “and when my husband 
returned I gave it to him The killing 
of Cornett followed a day or two later.” 

Attorney MacLaughlin also produced 
an affidavit in denial of statements 
which have been made that Stripling 
saw Cornett in Chipley on the after- 
noon of the killing; that they were ap- 
parently friendly, and together put a 
body on a wagon. The man who owned 
the blacksmith shop where this inci- 
dent is alleged to have occurred, made 
affidavit that at no time on the day of 
the killing were Stripling and Cornett 
together at his place of business. 

At 12 o’clock the commission took a 
recess until 2 o'clock in the afternoon.

Laughlin continued his argument and 
introduced affidavits from Columbus 
physicians to the effect that Thomas B.

Shoots Himself. 


Cause Not Definitely Known, 
Though Lippincott’s Business 
Associates Say He Was Tem- 
porarily, Deranged---Deed Is 
Done After Seeing Opera. 


Philadelphia, April. 6.—Craige Lip- 
pincott, head of the publishing house 
of J. B. Lippincott Company and 
prominent in the financial and social 
life of the city, shot and killeqg him- 
self early today in his magnificent 
home, 218 West Rittenhouse Square. 
The cause that led Mr. Lippincott to 
end his life is not definitely known 
except that an authorized statement 
Biven out by an officer of the pub- 
lishing company states that he shot 
and killed himself-during a period of 
temporary aberration. 

The following authorized statement 
by an offices of the J. B. Lippincott 
Company was given out this after- 
noon: 

“During a period of temporary aber- 
ration, Craige Lippincott, president of 
the J. B. Lippincott Company, shot and 
killed himself at his residence, 218 
West Rittenhouse Square, early this 
morning. The business of the pub- 
lishing house will not be affected by 
Mr. Lippincott’s death.” 

Son Swears It was Accident. 

The tragic death of Mr. Lippincott 
caused a sensation. There is a strong 
disposition on the part of relatives and 
friends to doubt that he had died de- 
Signedly by hisown hand, his son, Jay 
B. Lippincott, going so far as to make 
a sworn statement that his father had 
died by accident. 

Mr. Lippincott, who was 65 years 
old, was found dead by his valet. A 
bullet wound in the right temple 
showed the cause of death.

Proposed in Resolution 
by Senator La Follette. 


to Make Another Investiga- 
tion of the Charges of Brib- 
ery Made Against the [Illinois 
Man---Will Be Opposed.

Washington, April 6.—(Special.)— 
Following close on the heels of the sen- 
sational developments at Springfield, 
Ill., in which the lid was taken off the 
Lorimer election, Senator La Follette, of 
Wisconsin, introduced in the senate this 
afternoon a resolution, providing for re- 
opening the investigation into the Lori- 
mer election. 

The introduction of this resolution 
precipitates the Lorimer controversy 
into the senate once more. A bitter 
fight is ahead over it. It is expected 
that a considerable body of the pro- 
Lorimer senators will try to prevent the 
inquiry. 

What the Resolution Provides. 

Senator La Follette’s resolution, after 
reciting the fact that the Illinois legis- 
lative committee has obtained new and 
important testimony material to the 
case, named a committee of five sena- 
tors to conduct the investigation. The 
committee named consists of Weeks, of 
California; Townsend, of Michigan; Mc- 
eLan, of Connecticut; Kern, of Indiana, 
land Pomerene, of Ohio, all new mem- 
bers, who had no hand in the first in- 
vestigation. 

“It appears from the published re- 
ports of the proceedings of the said 
Illinois state senate committee that 
witnesses who were not called and 
sworn by the committee of this senate 
appointed to investigate said charges 
have appeared opefore the said com- 
mittee of the Illinois state senate, and 
upon being interrogated have given 
important material testimony tending 
to prove that $100,000 was corruptly 
expended to secure the election of 
William Lorimer to the United States 
senate.”’ 

The resolution recites: 

Believed Resolution Will Be Adopted. 


The resolution will come before the 
senate for cansideration without delay. 
Under the rules it goes over for a day. 
Senator La Follette is expected to ad- 
dress the senate upon it. 

Despite any opposition to the new in- 
vestigation, it is the belief of many sen- 
ators that it will be impossible to pre- 
vent one.

COUNCIL OF EMPIRE 
ATTACKS THE CZAR 


St. Petersburg, April 6.—The council 
of the empire met in solemn session 
today, and for the first time in its his- 
tory adopted aa interpellation attack- 
ing the government. The vote was 98 
to 62 and followed a discussion de- 
voted to criticism of the action of the 
government in promulgating the 
zemstvo bill by imperial prerogative 
during an artificially created recess of 
the legislative body. 

Last month the council of the em- 
pire turned down the essential feature 
of Premier Stolypin’s measure estab- 
lishing the zemstvo feature in the xOV- 
ernment of the western provinces. The 
premier thereupon decided to make an 
issue of the right of the emperor’s 
nominees in the counoil to kill a bill 
which the emperor had authorized the 
ministers to carry, and tendered his 
resignation. 

The premier’s consent to reconsider 
his resignation is supposed to havea 
been conditioned upon having his way 
fim this legislation. At any rate, the 
emperor prorogued both the council 
of the empire and the duma for three 
days and forthwith ‘promulgated the 
zemstov bill by imperial prerogative 

Stolypin’s victory amazed politicians 
and thoroughly angered the reaction- 
ary element of both chambers. The 
galleries were crowded when the dis- 
cussion of the interpellation Opened to- 
day. The ministers were not present. 

Prince Troubetskoy, on behalf of 
the forty-five signers, declared the gOvV- 
ernment had violated the norma!

NEGRO LEWIS 
TO CAUSE FIGHT 


His Confirmation Will 
Be Strongly Opposed. 


Nomination of Negro to Be 
Right-Hand Man of Attorney 
General. Wickersham Has 
Caused an Unpleasant Feel- 


ing in Washington. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, April 6.—(Special.)— 
William H. Lewis, the Boston negro 
who was appointha an assistant United 
States attorney general, to assist At- 
torney General Wickersham, on Febru- 
ary 28, and whose nomination was held 
up by the senate, has been serving for 
the past five weeks under a recess ap- 
pointment. 

The fact that his nomination has 
now gone to the senate indicates a 
warm fight over his confirmation. 
The office of assistant attorney gen- 
eral of the United States carries with 
it @ social position in Washington that 
is By no means insignificant. Ordinarily 
this official ranks with assistant secre- 
tarles of executive departments. for 
instance, the negro Lewis would be 
elevated to the same social scale, 80 
far as official position counta, as the 
most exclusive sets. 

He takes rank over brigadier gen- 
erals, captains of the navy, commis- 
sioner of the District of Columbia, jus- 
tices of the district court, the director 
of the Pan-American bureau, and the 
secretary of the Smithsonian inatitu- 
tion. 

An assistant attorney general is al- 
ways included in the white house list, 
and invited to the formal receptions 
given by the president. 

“It is all very well to tell us that 
Lewis would not attend such func- 
tions,” is the talk—but all Washington 
is wondering what about the possibile 
developments of the situation.

Lewis was born in 1863, in Berkley, 
Va., of slave parents: He won recog- 
nition at Harvard for scholarship and 
athletics, and was credited with being 
the man who invented the defense 
that stopped the famous Pennsylvania 
“guards back” play. 

He entered Harvard law school in 
1892, after four years at Amherst col- 
lege. He played on the football team, 
and was later one of the coaches. En- 
tering the practice of law in Boston, he 
attracted the attention of President 
Roosevelt, and was appointed assistant 
district attorney. 

As early as last October it was re- 
ported that Lewis would be named as 
assistant United States attorney gen- 
eral, to represent the government in

THOUGH RESENTENCED TO DIE. 


HUNTER HAS NEVER LOST NERVE 


Savannah, Ga., April 6.—(Special.)— 
“All that I have to say; your honor, is 
that if you hang me, you hang an ‘n- 
nocent man. I had nothing to do with 
the murder of that woman, and know 
no more about it than you or any other 
man who was there.” 

Standing like a statue, C. J. Hunter, 
the aged confederate veteran, made 
this statement to Judge Charlton, in 
the superior court today when he was 
resentenced for the murder of his wife, 
Mrs. Maggie Hunter, who, with Mrs. 
Elizabeth Gribble and Mrs. Ohlander, 
were killed at midday in December, 
1909. Hunter was convicted of the 
murder of his wife on purely circum- 
stantial evidence, and efforts are be- 
ing made to have his sentence com- 
muted. The supreme court refused to 
grant a new trial, and unless the gov- 
ernor interferes, Hunter will be hang- 
ed May 12. 

In the meantime, the Rev. John §. 
Wilder, pastor of the South Side Bap- 
tist church, has been very active with 
petitions asking that Hunter's sentence 
be commuted. Many signatures have 
been attached to these petitions, and 
Rev. Mr. Wilder says he is going to 
make a strong showing to the prison 
commission. 

Hunter a Remarkable Man. 

Hunter is, in many respects, a re- 
markable old man. He has not lost 


rest, and has stoutly maintained his 
innnocence. He successfully under-~ 
went the “touch test” given him by 
the police. He was taken into a dark 
room, where the body of his wife, of 


his nerve once since the day of his ar- | 


whose death at the hospital he had no 
knowledge, was in a@ coffin. Suddenly 
lights were flashed and Hunter was 
standing in the presence of the dead. 
Huntr was asked if he wanted to 
hold his dead wife’sg hand and kiss her. 
He did so witnout flinching, the po- 
lice theory, at that time, being that if 
Hunter had killed his wife, he would 
not touch her, but would collapse.

COCA-COLA CASE 
WON BY DEFENSE 


Court Directs Verdict 
Against Government. 


‘Case to Be Appealed by Gov- 


ernment to Higher Court. 
Trial Cost More Than $200,- 
000---Intense Interest Cen- 
tered in Outcome of Case. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., April 6.-—The 
contention of the government that 
coca-cola is adulterated by reason of 
the fact that it contains caffeine as an 
added ingredient, afid that it is mis- 
branded because of being an imitation 
of or offered for gale under the dis- 
tinctive name of another article, was 
decided against the United States by 
Judge Sanford, in the 
here, this afternoon, the court sus- 
taining the motion of the defense on 
these two points in the request for @ 
peremptory verdict in favor of the 
Coca-Cola Company, made yesterday. 

On three other points the govern- 
ment’s contentions _ were sustained. 


These points are, first, that coca-cola 


is misbranded by reason ot being 
mixed, colored or stained by the use 


of coloring matter whereby damage or . 


inferiority of the mixture is concealed; 
second, that the pictorial 
coca leaves on the label is misleading, 
in that it represents the presence of 
coca in coca-cola, and, third, the dele- 
terious effects of the substance sold as 
coca-cola. These points were re- 
ferred to the jury for a verdict. 
Case Goes to High Court. 

Immediately following the decision of 
Judge Sanford, attorneys for the gov- 
ernment petitioned the court for a 
dismissal of the case, and this was 
granted. This move was made for the 
purpose of taking the case to a higher 
court, and an appeal by the govern- 
ment was entered. It is likely that 
the entire case will be gone over in the 
United States district court of appeals 
in Cincinnati, but when the rehearing 
will be held is a matter of conjecture. 

The coca-cola case has been one of 
the most important ever heard in the 
federal court in the south, and the cost 


of the litigation has been enormous. It | 


is said that $200,000 will not cover the 
expenses. Both sides have had ex- 
perts from’all sections of the country, 
the most eminent scientists, principal- 
ly chemists and physicians. The gov- 
ernment has spared no expense in the 
effort to prove its contentions, and the 
coca-cola people have been equally 
liberal in securing expert testimony. 
Beverage Very Popular. 

The beverage is known throughout 
the country, being particularly popu- 
lar in the south, and as a result all 
classes have been interested*in the 


outcome. 

District Attorney James B. Cox, of 
Knoxville, and Special Attorney W. B. 
Miller, of Chattanooga, conducted the 
case for the government, the counsel 
for the Coca-Cola Company being J. B. 
Sizer, Chambliss & Chambliss, R. B. 
Cooke, Williams & Lancaster, Brown, 
Spurlock & Brown, of Chattanooga, 
and Ll. Hirsch, of Atlanta. 


The Court’s Conclusions, 


The conclusions reached by Judge 
Sanford are: 

“It resulta that in so far as the libel 
charges that coca-cola is adulterated 
because it contains caffeine as an 
added ingredient, the motion for per- 
emptory instructiong must be _  sus- 
tained. 

“It results from the facts hereinbe- 
fore found from the undisputed evi- 
dence that in so far as the libel 
charges the misbranding of the coca- 
cola by reason of any false statement 
or suggestion contained in the name 
itself, the motion for peremtpory in- 
structions must be sustained. 

“Zt also results from what has been 
heretofore stated that in so far as the 
libel charges. that the coca-cola is 
misbranded, because of being an imi- 
tation of or offered for sale under the 
distinctive name of another article, in 
the entire agence of evidence to show 
that this is the case, the motion for 
peremptory instructions in so far as 
this charge of the libel is .concerned 
must also be sustained. 

“With reference to_the charge that 
coca-cola was misbranded by reason 
of being, mixed, colored or stained by 
the use of coloring substances, where- 
by damage or inferiority of the mix- 
ture was concealed, without express- 
ing any opinion upon the weight of the 
evidence, I am of the opinion that the 
evidence ig not so undisputed as_ to 
constitute the solution of this ques- 
tion a mere matter of law, but that 
thie question should be left to the jury 
under the issues raised by the plead- 
ings. So far, therefore, as this charge 
in the libel is concerned, the motion 
must be overruled. 


The Pictorial Design. 


“As to the charge in the libel that 
the pictorial design of coca leaves on 
the label is misleading, in that it rep- 
resents and suggests the presence of 
the substance coca in the coca-cola 
product, I have had great difficulty. I 
have concluded, however, that giving 
a fair’ and reasonable construction to 
the somewhat conflicting provisions of 
the act, it wag only intended to pro- 
tect an article sold under its distinct- 
ive name from the charge of mis- 
branding in so far as any statement 
or suggestion contained in the name 
itself is concerned, and that it was not 
intended to prevent the condemnation 
of the article as misbranded, even 
though sold under its distinctive 
name, if in addition to such distinctive 
name the label contained other mis- 
leading statements, designs or devices. 

“Without expressing any opinion as 
to whether the pictorial design on the 
label in question fs misleading in any 
particular as to the presence of coca 
leaves or any ingredient or quality 
derived therefrom, I am of the opin- 
ion that under the evidence in the 
case this is not purely a question of 
law, but is a question of fact, which, 
under all the evidence, should be sub- 
mitted to the jury for its determina- 
tion. Therefore, in so far as the 
charge of misbranding, based upon the 
pictorial design of coca leaves upon 
the label is concerned, the motion for 
peremptory instructions will be over- 
ruled. 

“To the extent herein above stated 
the motion for peremptory instructions 
is pentane we Ef sustained; otherwiee it 
is overruled.’

Judge James M. Greer, of Memphis, 
chairman of the committee, as toast- 
master, presented the Memphis idea. He 
was followed by Senators Lea and Tay- 
lor and Representative Gordon, of Ten- 
nessee; Representatives Sisson, of Mis- 
sissippi, and Robinson, of Arkansas, 
and Duke C. Bowers, of Memphis. They 
begged Mr. Bryan to come where “the 
people loved him, where he would al- 
ways find friends.”

LOW POINT OF YEAR 
REACHED BY THE STOCKS 


Dullest Day Since ways 1908. 
Even Specialties Were 
Very Quiet. 


New York, April 6—Trading fell to 
the low point of the year today on the 
stock exchange; in fact, it was the 
dullest day since July, 1908. The level 
of prices did not vary perceptibly at 
any time during the entire session, 
and even the specialties, which were 
the features of yesterday’s market, 
were comparatively quiet. Efforts to 
create a market for these stocks, 
which have no bearing upon the gen- 
eral market, met with no success and 
merely served to emphasize the pa- 
ralysis of speculation and the unwil- 
lingness of traders to make fresh 
ventures until some clear idea is ob- 
tained as to what may be expected 
in the way of tariff legislation and 
decisions in the anti-trust cases. 

United States Steel was the one 
stock to be specifically affected by 
Washington news, but made no re- 
sponse to the introduction in the house 
of a resolution similar to that pre- 
sented to the last congress, calling for 
- investigation of the Steel Corpora- 
tion. ; 

Bonds were more active, relatively, 
than stocks and the sales of American 
Tobacco, American Telephone and 
Telegraph and the Bethlehem 6teel 
bonds were large, reflecting the re- 
cent tendency on the part of investors 
to buy securities of industrial cor- 
porations which have found greater 
favor following the railroad rate agi- 
tation and the decisions against the 
roads.

Wall street recently was attributed

I am frequently asked “how it would 
do to cross Brown Leghorns with 
White Wyandottes; White Leghorns 
with Barred Rocks, or Reds § with 
Games,” the writers asking if “it would 
not make a better chicken for eggs 
and meat.” One of the arguments set 
forth to substantiate this claim is that 
the mixed stock will possess more 
vigor. The idea seems to prevail with 
a great many people that a chicken 
that has ten or more colors in its 
plumage somehow has an extra lease 
on life. This fact, or fallacy rather, 
once established, it naturally follows 
that they will be better layers, be 
more prolific, less Mable to disease, 
better foragers, and, consequently, 
more profitable on the farm where 
they are kept for commercial pur- 


poses alone. 


There is a little foundation for the 
idea that mixing the breeds increases 
vigor, and, that perhaps, clothes the 
whole with the appearance of fact. It 
is @ well-recognized fact that most 
new breeds of chickens are vigorous, 
while on the other hand, constant iIn- 
breeding in some of the other varie- 
ties has depleted the life forces until 
they succumb quickly to disease, be- 
come poor layers, with eggs of low 
fertility at hatching time. This may 
be answered by saying that it is not 
necessary to inbreed any variety, and 
it is rarely wise to do this unless it 
be to establish a strain and to fix tn 
it certain desirable features. Breeding 
pure-bdred pullets to a male of an en- 
tirely different strain of the same 
dreed produces precisely the same ef- 
fect, eo far as vigor is concerned, as 
crossing breeds. Briefly expressed, by 
way of illustration, a White Wyan- 
dotte cockerel wholly unrelated, will 
produce the game vigor, other things 
being equal, as a White Wyandotte 

“ist mated to Brown Leghorn cock- 
Again, breeds are mixed on the

Game, etc. This, too, is a mistaken 
idea. If the larger lays poorly and 
the smaller weighs poorly, then com- 
bining the two you compromise 4 
quality in each, and have a fowl that 
excels in neither. 

Let us look carefully into some of 
the reason for keeping pure the breeds 
of fowls on the farm. And if any 
Teason herein advanced causes you to 
discard your present fiock of barn- 
yard mongrels, that perhaps is al- 
ready an eyesore to you, and take up 
a pure breed in the days to be, when 
your profits therein have § increased, 
and your satisfaction therewith has 
been multiplied, you will rise up and 
call your old uncle great. 

By having standard-bred fowls your 
poultry will get better care. And this 
for the eame reason that you take bet- 
ter care of your nday trousers than 
you do of yourp“overalls. You go out 
to the barn with your overalls on and 
indifferent to the mud 
and dirt that soll them. Go 
wearing your Sunday best, and you 
will walk as gingerly as a cat on a 
fence. Why? You take your overalls

When they become pasta24 
up behind it is usually useless to try 
and treat them.
